Motorists’ sightings

LEBANON — A silent object 
that appeared in the sky as a 
clear light surrounded by rotat¬ 
ing colored lights was reportedly 
seen by motorists Thursday 
morning near Lebanon and War¬ 
ren correctional institutions. 

The Lebanon post of the Ohio 
Highway Patrol received four 
calls between 2:30 and 3:35 a.m. 
regarding the object, which 
could have been a weather bal¬ 
loon plane or UFO, a dispatcher 


said. 

"If we have a call, well send a 
patrol car out if (possible) and 
log that something was ob¬ 
served," she said. "Most people 
don’t want to give their names 
because they think youll think 
they're crazy." 

The post was unable to send a 
patrol car to the area because of 
an accident that occurred about 
the same time, the dispatcher 
said. 

However, Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base was contacted to 
determine if it had any planes 
flying in that area, which it 
didn’t, she said. 

Two of the four calls that the 
Lebanon post received came 


from LCI, the dispatcher said. 

“Anytime there is anything 
suspicious or intrusive spotted, 
we report it,’’ said LCI Warden 
William Dallman, who noted 
that there is no such thing as a 
UFO. 

Sandra Crawford, public rela¬ 
tions spokeswoman for WCI, 
said that no one at that prison 
turned in an actual report on the 
object. 

"But, there were supposedly 
some people (staff members) 
who saw it," Crawford said. 

Calls received by the Warren 
County Sheriffs Office concern¬ 
ing the object were referred to 
the Ohio Highway Patrol, a 
sheriffs dispatcher said.

Ashbourne. It was about 9.10pm. 

"It was not a plane or a helicopter and had 
lights at the bottom like strobe lights moving 
around very slowly,” recalled the mother. "It 
was scpiarc shape and very large in the sky. 

“1 wanted to go home when we got to 
Ashbourne but my daughter said to go to Green 
Road, where I knew that we should see it. 

"Against my better judgment we went 
although I was frightened because I knew it 
would be there. 

"Just past the Grammar School my daughter 
shouted that it was there on the left above the 
houses. 

"I had already locked the car doors and drove 
up Green Road to about ten houses before the 
end, and stopped.

“Although I am pleased to have seen it and 
wonder why it came to us, 1 never thought 1 was 
going to make it home. I thought life was going 
to disappear and me with it.” 

In July when a woman on the Green Road 
area was also frightened by a strange huge disc 
shaped object, several News Telegraph readers 
suggested it was a Chinook helicopter. 

But when the News Telegraph described the 
experience and description to RAF Strike 
Command at High Wycombe, spokesman Dale 
Donovan said it did not sound at all like a 
helicopter. 


“The Chinook, while being 99 feet long 
including the rotar at each end, is a very loud 
aeroplane making a very distinctive vibrating 
noise. 

"It also has a considerable down-draught.

At the Ministry of Defence in Whitehall, 
UFO sightings arc dealt with by Mr Nick Pope 
who has asked that the women in question should 
send him full details of the incident and a sketch 
of the craft.

In fact ‘experts’ claim that the area 
around Bradford is the centre of UFO 
activity in Britain. One of them David 
Barclay has even published a book. UFO - 
The Final Answer, listing several sightings 
in West Yorkshire and including a local 
man's astonishing claim that he was 
abducted by aliens on Ilkley Moor and taken 
aboard their spaceship. 

‘He claims he was shown film of natural 
disasters to emphasise that we are ruining 
the planet.’ said Mr Barclay, who lives in 
Shipley and has studied UFOs for 40 years. 

Stan Ledgard. who runs a centre at 
Queensbury which runs courses on a wide 
range of alternative theories and 
complementary medicines, says the theory 
is that flying saucers are following the 
earth's magnetic lines, using them as 
directional signs. ‘It seems a number of 
these lines come together in the Bradford 
area, which is why we are supposed to be a 


hot spot for UFOs' said Mr Ledgard. 

‘I have an open mind on this subject and 
there are certainly a number of UFO sightings 
that cannot be satisfactorily explained. 
Mathematically. 1 would say that the chances 
of there being life on other planets is higher 
than there not being life.’ 

The Mountain Hall centre organised a 
weekend course on UFOs in August, the 
highlight of which was a Saturday evening 
visit to Ilkley Moor to show the group where 
the alleged abduction took place. 

Mr Ledgard said the idea of the course was 
to present as many different theories as 
possible and let people make up their own 
minds. A psychologist was among the guest 
speakers, discussing hallucinations as a 
possible explanation for UFO sightings. 

Another speaker was Paul White, a member 
of the Aetherus Society, who talked about the 
various types of UFOs seen and his own 
personal experience of seeing a ‘silent, 
orange, pulsating sphere cross the English 
Channel in just 12 seconds. - He also claims 
that in the mid 1980s the entire crew of a 
Japanese air freighter followed a UFO across 
Canada with the spaceship being visible on 


the plane's radar and on ground radar. 

‘It remained exactly one nautical mile 
ahead of the pilot, even when he did a 360 
degree turn, anticipating his every move. 1 
don't believe any terrestrial aircraft could 
do that.' 

Mr Ledgard says his centre is always 
looking to organise different and thought 
provoking courses, particularly on 
controversial or unusual subjects. 'All our 
courses, which range from studying tarot 
cards, psychic healing and even 
reincarnation, where people can actually 
experience hypnosis to see if they regress to 
a past life, allow people to consider all 
aspects of a subject and make up their own 
minds." 

The photograph was taken outside the Piece 
Hall at Halifax and purports to show a flying 
saucer (the dark, cigar shaped object) 
hovering above the building. In fact, the 
photograph is a fake and was created in the 
dark room. However. Mr Ledgard who 
supplied the print, says he has seen 
photographs of UFOs which cannot be 
explained by tricks of the camera.

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‘There is definitely something ou. there’ 


NINETY-FIVE per cent of sup¬ 
posed UFO sitings are easily 
explained, with a logical rea¬ 
son for an experience which at 
first glance seems to be an out 
of this world phenomenon. 

The reasons are many and varied; 
from some kind of atmospheric 
hiccup to an unusual form of 
aircraft making an unscheduled 
flight. 

These simple answers doesn’t 
alter the fact that five per cent of 
reported incidents never get 
explained, leaving plenty of room 
for theories on other life forces. 

Although her main interest is 
outer space, you don’t get many 
people as down-to-earth on the 
subject as Gloria Dixon. 

Gloria, the North-East researcher 
and investigator for the 
Independent UFO Network and a 
member of the British UFO 
Research Association, doesn’t 
need to hear anyone else’s cynical 
view as she’s got more than 
enough scepticism of her own. 

But what she does say with the 
authority that only comes after 
years of study and research is 
“that there is definitely something 
out there.” 

Gloria’s over-riding fear is that 
she’ll come over as some kind of 
crank and is anxious people 
realise that those at the sharp end 
of UFO investigation take it very 
seriously indeed. 

Interest 

“There isn’t enough scientific 
interest being taken in the 
subject,” said the housewife, 
speaking at her home on the 
outskirts of Newcastle. 

It is the release of the movie Fire 
in the Sky, which recounts the 
case of an Arizona logger who 
disappeared for five days and 
returned with a story of alien 
abduction, that has prompted this 
sudden surge of interest in UFO’s. 
But for Gloria it’s a subject which 
has fascinated her for more than 
20 years. 

“I first got interested when I lived 
in America and I read Project 
Blue Book, which is about the US 
airforce’s UFO investigation unit 
which was disbanded in 1969,” 
she said. 

Meeting a number of people who 
claimed to have had “close 
encounters" fuelled this interest 
but it wasn’t until three years ago 
after attending a BUFORA 
conference that Gloria decided to 
get activelv involved.

The investigator laughingly 
explains how many incidents have 
simple answers. 

“I had one woman in Whitley Bay 
phone me who was in a panic 
because she was bathed in blue 
light,” said Gloria. 

“And it turned out to be just a 
laser being beamed from the 
MetroCentre.” 

- That doesn’t alter the fact 
however that, according to Gloria 
and her colleagues, “there are 
unidentified aerial phenomena 
going on globally.” 

One of the most striking cases 
recorded took place in Redcar ten 
years ago and is one of the few 
that Gloria actually believes was 
an encounter of some kind. 

A young couple were woken up by 
their young daughter’s screams 
and went to comfort her, noticing 
an oval-shaped saucer outside in 
the garden. 

“They went to leave the room and 
the husband just disappeared,” 
said Gloria. 

“She saw two or three entities at 
the bottom of the stairs which 
were two or three feet in height 
and the next thing they remember 
was they were in bed with their 
daughter beside them.” 

The experience greatly unnerved 
the couple who underwent 
hypnosis to try and recall the 
whole series of events. 

It’s easy to be dismissive but 
Gloria claims that their distress 
and recall was such that it’s hard 
to disbelief their story. 

And that’s not the only case which 
has come to light which defies any 
explanation: 

1980 - Alan Godfrey, a policeman 
in Yorkshire saw a hovering object 
above him. The next thing he 
knew was he was 100 yards down 
the road and 20 minutes had 
elapsed. Three colleagues working 
in the area that same night also 
recalled seeing lights over the 
Yorkshire Moors. 

1976 - At Fencehouses on the 
outskirts of Sunderland, a woman 
and her daughter both claimed to 
have seen a small object and tiny 
beings. 

1979 - A Gateshead woman asleep 
in her bed heard a whirring sound 
“like a lawnmower”, confirmed by 
a neighbour. A few nights later 
saw lights and then a small craft 
appear outside her bedroom. 


1988 and 1989 seems to be years 
when a number of sitings took 
place, with stories like those 
which have arisen in the north 
mirrored around the world. 

People who have never met each 
other and have nothing in 
common reveal the same stories 
time and time again; of cars which 
cut out when bathed in a 
mysterious light, of radios which 
are full of static. 

“In some cases a percentage have 
wounds similar to radiation 
bums, ” said Gloria. 

Loss of time is a familiar theme in 
these cases, with people who 
think events have occurred in a 
matter of seconds discovering they 
have been missing for hours. 

In America a great deal of 
research has taken place with 
people who claim to have been the 
victim of alien abduction and in 

some cases some fascinating film 
footage has been taken of unusual 
crafts. 

One of the most bizarre situations 
to come to light are the thousands 
of cattle mutilations which have 
taken place around the world 
since the 70’s. 

‘They started in the Colorado 
area,” said Gloria. 

Mutilated 

“Lots of cattle that were found 
badly mutilated yet there are no 
tracks leading to them and no 
blood anywhere.” 

In these cases organs have been 
removed with surgical precision, 
giving all the indications of 
having being cut out with a laser. 
Gloria has endless information at 
her fingertips and while she is 
sceptical until given proof, she is 
open minded enough to believe 
that there could well be other life 
forms in existence. 

“How can we be so arrogant to 
think that in a galaxy this size, 
we are the only life which exists?” 
she said. 

“I don’t know if some of these 
things are internally generated 
but what I do think is that some 
of these things are real."

STRANGE lights In the 
sky over Lancaster’s 
Marsh estate made re¬ 
vellers think they'd had 
one drink too many. 

A crowd formed In 
Willow Lane as people 
making their way home 
stopped to stare In 
amazement at the bright 
lights. 

Amateur astronomer, 
Mr Harry Hlnde, who 
lives In Peel Crescent, 
said he's never seen 
anything like It In twenty 
years. 

The sky was clear on 
Saturday night, with just 
a few cloud patches. Mr 
Hlnde noticed patches of 
light going backwards 
and forward In the sky. 

"I thought It was a 
beam of some sort, but 
there wasn't any actual 
beam going up to the 
clouds to create the light. 

I went outside for a better 
view.” 

He went outside for a 
better view, meeting 
several people who were 
staring up at the sky. 

Mr Hlnde said: "Far 
from the light coming 
from below the ground, It 
seemed as though there 
was something up above 
shining through the 
clouds. 

"People were saying 
they knew they shouldn't 
have had that last drink, 
and get ready for the 
little green men and 
everything.” 

Further 

Mr Hlnde 'phoned 
Lancaster police and was 
told It could possibly be 
lights from Blackpool. 

Suddenly, there was a 
brief, sharp flash behind 
the clouds and the lights 
disappeared. 

Mr Hlnde said: "I’m 
prepared to accept that 
there could be a rational 
explanation for it, but I 
can’t figure It out. Some 
people were convinced 
they were looking at a 
UFO. It did look a bit like 
how other people des¬ 
cribe UFOS, but I’d like 
to take things a bit 
further before I jump to 
conclusions." 

Dr Andy Adamson, of 
the University of Central 
Lancashire, provided the 
rational explanation. 

Dr Adamson said; 
"The most likely expla¬ 
nation is someone using a 
powerful searchlight on 
the ground. There’s one 
In Blackpool. You would 
only see the beam 
actually in the clouds, 
you wouldn’t see 
anything below the clouds 
because there’s nothing 
for the light to reflect off. 

"The first time I saw it 
I thought 'What on earth 
is that', but It soon 
became clear what It 
was.” 


MEPs get to 
grips with close 
encounters of 
the third kind

A N official report was put 
before MEPs yesterday 
saying that people should not 
rule out the theory "that 
aliens have established a 
base in the asteroid belt”. 

Europeans were advised by 
the report, however, to treat 
with circumspection the 
sightings of triangular 
shaped UFOs which appear 
to have showed up around 
Liege, moving at high speed 
on the radar screens of the 
Belgian air force. 

The European Parliament, 
more often associated with 
building white elephants 
than seeing pink ones, is 
treating seriously the report 
on unidentified flying objects 
prepared by Tullio Regge, an 
Italian socialist MEP and em¬ 
inent physicist. 

He wants the Commission 
to set up a European UFO Ob¬ 
servation Centre to collect 
information about sightings 
by the public, the military 
and scientific institutions 
throughout the EU. 

Mr Regge is scathing about 
fraudsters who alarm people 
by perpetrating hoaxes, using 
airships with sophisticated 
electronics “capable of reflect¬ 
ing radar waves with a dis¬ 
placement of frequency that 
simulates the Doppler effect”. 

He does not believe the 
claims of a Professor Silanov 
that the Russians used tele¬ 
pathy to communicate with 
10 ft aliens who emerged 
from a banana-shaped flying 
saucer in a park in Voro¬ 
nezh. eastern Russia, in 1989. 

But Mr Regge is impressed 
by the findings of the state- 
funded Service for Assess¬ 
ment of Atmospheric Re¬ 
entry Phenomena in 
Toulouse. France. It cannot 
establish a scientific expla¬ 
nation for 40 per cent of the 
cases it investigates. 

“The lack, perhaps tempo¬ 
rary or accidental, of an ex¬ 
planation in no way allows 
us to regard a sighting as cer¬ 
tain proof or even an indica¬ 
tion that aliens exist, with 
technological capabilities 
vastly superior to our own. 

“However, scientists still 
have a duty to continue 
researching into these 
events,” he says in the report 
commissioned by the parlia¬ 
ment’s energy, research and 
technology committee.

SIGHTINGS of UFOs in 
the Reading area have 
rocketed. 

From Emmer Green to 
Twyford, the Chronicle 
has been inundated with 
callers anxious to report 
of sightings of visitors 
from outer space. 

Colin Murray Brown, 
from Baughurst, was 
parked by a field along 
the A4 between Twyford 
and Reading on Friday 
night, when he became 
aware of a strange light in 
the sky in front of him.

“My husband main¬ 
tains it was a light shining 
through a cloud but 1 
stand by my theory that it 
was little green men from 
another planet," she said. 

Mrs Barrett added that 
her son and several other 
people followed the UFO 
as far as the BBC 
monitoring station in 
Emmer Green before it 
disappeared. 

The Chronicle,

L ast April, the French news- 
agency AFP announced that a 
4lion had escaped from Vin¬ 
cennes Zoo and had been seen by 
several- witnesses roaming around 
the motor-homes and merry-go- 
rounds of the Foire du Trane, a 
fairground in the Vincennes wood 
close to the 14th district of Paris. 
The fair was closed at 11.15pm on 
Thursday 29 April instead of 
I o'clock the next morning, while 
zoo-keepers, policemen and 
firemen searched in vain for three 
hours. In point of fact, no lions 
were missing from the zoo. 

Financial Timex correspondent 
Jean-Louis Brodu went to the fair 
to investigate. Monsieur Papin of 
the press bureau suggested three 
explanations: a hypothetical street 
peddler had lost a lion: a large dog 
had been misidentified; or it was a 
malicious hoax. He insisted it was 
not a publicity stunt—in fact, the 
fair had lost a lot of money because 
of the enforced closure—although 
a story of a UFO landing at the fair 
hail once been invented for pub¬ 
licity. Nevertheless, a lion used for 
promotion purposes had actually 
escaped for a while before the war. 

The hypothesis that most satis¬ 
fied the fairground hands and the 
police was that an attraction-owner, 
expelled from the fair for non¬ 
payment of rent, took revenge by 
concocting the lion story. This

scenario played on the fact that the 
fair is a micro-society in which 
most disputes are settled internally. 

Brodu was told that plots 
traditionally owned by certain 
families at the fair were rented 
through auctions. If the hoaxer's 
name were known, he w-ould be 
unable to join any fair in France. A 
suspect's name was mentioned, 
and the town in which he usually 
had his attraction set up. But in 
classic Fortean fashion, the case 
remains unproved. There was no 
further news from AFP. so the read¬ 
ing public was left to assume that 
the lion was still at large—although 
no one expressed any undue 
concern. 

When Greg Havican's chickens 
and turkeys disappeared from his 
farm in Erie County. Pennsylvania, 
he figured that a fox or wild dog 
was to blame. He believes he met 


the real culprit on the morning of 
31 May. His grandmother had fal¬ 
len in the kitchen, and as he pre¬ 
pared to follow an ambulance to the 
hospital, he heard his dogs barking 
and saw a "brown blur" outside. He I 
grabbed a shotgun and went to his j 
front yard, where he was con¬ 
fronted by a growling lion. He fired 
a warning shot, and the lion took 
off. He did too—back into his 
house. 

Two hours later and a mile away, 
a motorist called police on a ear¬ 
phone to report a lion on Interstate | 
90 near a fast-food restaurant. State | 
trooper said the male African lion | 
weighed between 150 and 200 
pounds and was wearing a red col¬ 
lar with gold bells, suggesting he 
was a pet or circus animal. 

He saw no need for more descrip¬ 
tion: "If anyone sees a lion, it's 
probably the lion we're looking 


for." No paw prints or other evi¬ 
dence was found and there were no 
reports of lions missing from zoos 
or circuses. A review of state per¬ 
mits indicated that there were no 
recorded lion-owners in the Erie 
area. 

Two days later, the number of 
reported lion sightings had risen to 
nine, and there were more sub¬ 
urban repons in the following two 
weeks. "We wonder if they are 
copycat reports." said state police. 
Parents kept their children inside, 
and some residents toted guns. A 
chewed-up paddling pool was 
found, and two sets of tracks: these 
turned out to be those of a deer and 
a Great Dane. 

Game official Lorraine Yocum 
pointed out that repons of out-of¬ 
place animals often have an ele¬ 
ment of exaggeration. She said that 
a week before the first lion sight¬ 
ings. there had been a report of 
another unusual animal: a kanga¬ 
roo. It turned out to be a possum 
that had lost a lot of hair. 

Some weeks before that, on 4 
May. police were trying to trace the 
owners of a hungry young lion 
found in a vacant Detroit house 
after neighbours reported hearing 
loud roars coming from the 
basement.

“I was always very scepti¬ 
cal about UFOs but now 
when I look out last thing 
at night, I always check to 
see if there is something up 
there.” 


Police to probe UFO 


RUGELEY police are inves¬ 
tigating sightings of a shining 
oval object seen hovering in 
the night sky over Brereton in 
the early hours of Wednesday 
morning. 

Worried residents reported 
seeing the brightly-coloured 
unidentified flying object 
shortly before 2am.
